A religious cult has established ftself at the University of 


Nebraska at Lincoln (UNL), and now questions are being 
raiscd about it heading toward the UNO campus. 

“Tt was invading the g 
campus of UNL, and so 
we organized a kind of 
pre-emptive committee 
hereon the campus topre- 
condition the university 
community to dhe possibility,” said the Rev. Darrel jel Bea ofthe 
UNO Religious Center. 

“] have not been aware of any cult activity on the UNO 
campus,” Berg said. 

“That doesn’t mean there hasn’t been some.” 


The religious group is the Boston Church of Christ, or the 
Lincoln Christian Church, as it’s known in Lincoln. 

“It’s a kind of spiritual dictatorship,” Berg said of the 
movement. 

The Rev. Larry DoerrofLincoln sald he is aware of various 
tumors about the sect’s plans to move, He said he’s heard that 
it’s eimins to move some of the sect to Omaha, all of the 
group and none of it. 

“They've had some changes in 
focal leadership here and nobody 
a knows quite what that means at

The Boston Church of Christ 
Siiostutinsate Doerr said, about? or2 1/2 yearsago, andit’s 
not the first in Lincoln, The Unification Church, or Mconies, 
has also had grdups in Lincoln. 

“They have come and gone, I suppose three or four dmes, 


in terms of high-level activity here in Lincoln, in the last 15-17 


years.” 

Doerr said students and young adults are prime targets for 
religious sects, 

“A grcat number of the so-called cultic movements try to 
take root in commumities where thero’s a high college student 
and young adult population,” he said. 

“Those are the peaple who tend to be most unshaped and 
most open and often, in a sense, most confused about values 
and directions and things like this.” 

Doerr said young adults are attracted to the easy answers 
and authority provided by the religious cults. 

Berg said many cults target emotionally vulnerable people 
and those who are tired or afraid of making their owndecisions. 

“People, inorder tobe amemberof the cult, relinquish their 
own freedom of choice and allow the authority of the culttodo 
the deciding for diem,” Berg said,

The College of Continuing Studics is sponsoring a business tour of 
the People’s Republic of China in June. 

Linda Crossett, Continuing Studies dean, said the trip is one of 
many sponsored by the College of Continuing Studies in the past year 
and a half. The trips, she said, are planned by TraveLearm and then 
sponsored by UNO, along with about another 170 colleges and 
universities throughout the United States. 

Thetsips are opento students andanyone in the Omahacommunity 
who is interested, The trips are usually two weeks long and cost 
approximately $2,000. Groups of about 15 are accompanied by a 
faculty member from a college or university. 

“There is a faculty person from acollege or university that gocs on 
all the trips and provides an educational component to it,” Crossett 
said. 

Because of the cost, the trips are most poputar with members of the 
Omaha community instead of students. 

“This particular wip is a business study trip designed for people 
who are interested in doing business in China. I imagine that most of 
the people that go on this particular trip will bc business people,” 
Crossett said. 

Some of the highlights planned for the trip are the annual 
Shandong Trade Fair in Quingdao, visits in the capital of Shangdong 
Providence with local business organizations and manufacturers, 
and lectures and seminars on current economic reforms and trade 
issues. The tour will also visit Beijing, including Tianamen Square, 
the Forbidden City, the Temple of Heaven and the Great Wall of 
China. 

UNO doesn’t benefit financially by sponsoring the trips planned 
by TraveLearn. The main benefit, Crossett said, is educational, 

“We offer them primarily as another travel option for people in the 
community. There is an educational component built into all these 
TraveLeam trips that you might not get from just a regular trip 
provided by a travel agency,” she said, 

This spring trips are planned for Egypt and Indonesia.

radical fringe groups who are spurred more by 
4 sense of loss of control over their own lives 
than any perceived threat of “outsiders,” a Yale 
University study said. 

Researchers from the university's political 
science and psychology departments are study- 
ing the causes of bias-motivated crimes, includ- 
ing factors such as economic hardship, types of 
crimes, the groups that are being victimizedand 
the role of the Ku Klux Klan and other right- 
wing groups in these activities. 

The study focused on 480 incidents against 
African-Americans, Jews, gays and Asian- 
Americans that took place between 1987 and 
1991 in Nosth Carolina, New Jersey, Arkansas 
and several states in the Northwest, as well as 
some municipalities, 

The data gathered so far indicates that there 
is no correlation between economic hardship 
and an increase in hate crimes, results that 
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“fthasapyramidical structure. Theapex 
of the pyramid decides for the whole pyra- 
mid. The people want the security of hav- 
ing someone else make their decisions.” 

‘Berg said cult representatives tend to 
- hang around bulletin boards at schools 
where grades are posted and mail boxes, 
Genemlly, he said, they tend to stay around 
places where people have the opportunity 
to receive bad news. The representative 
Spots these people, then “makes his pitch” 
tothem. . 

Doe satd some cults’ common tactics 
for keeping members include long meet- 
ings and “love bombing." Love bombing, 
he said, is when the sect.surrounds new

“IaGennany, forexample, many have made 
alink between the incidents of violence and the 
influx of foreigners into the country and the 
supposed economic hardship they bring,” he 
said. “Yet these is nothing in our research that 
supports this theory. Times don’t have to be 
hard for the violence to come to the surface. I 
think a far more important motivator is fear of 
oulgsoups, fear of loss of contro}, and the pres- 
ence of easy targets to lash out against.” 

‘The most widespread form of hate crime is 
verbal abuse, although physical assaults are 
common, Events such as “Dress Like a Nigger 
Day” at & New Jersey college also can be 
classifted as bias crimes, even though they 
involve no physical violence. 

“These types of crimes are often not sup- 
ported, and seldom prosecuted — they are 
usually deemed ‘just a prank,”” Green said. 
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he is rejecting his friends, 

“It’s a tactic,” Doerr said, “anda very well 
practiced tactic witha lotofreligious groups.” 

Doerr said escaping from a feligious cult 
should not involve kidnapping. -

Two years ago, Blake Babies’ guitarist 
John Strohm needed another outlet for his 
songs, so he formed Antenna. When Blake 
Babies brokeup, Strohm was free to goon with 
his project. Now Antenna has released its 
second album. 

The band’s sound is centered around guitar 
tacks wrapped with laid back drumming and 
whispery vocals.

Zydeco is accordian-based dance music 
from southwestern Louisiana’s French-speak- 
ing people of color. According to the liner 
notes in “Menagerie,” the music is much 
more shytbmic than cajun. 

“Menagerie” isacollection of Dural’s best 
songs from his last tirce albums, It is a high- 
powered release from the start of “Ma ‘Tit 
Fille” to the last track, “Maybe I Will.” In- 
cluded in the collection is Buckwheat’s most 
well-known song, “What You Gonna Do?" 

The musicianship on every song is top 
notch.
